WORTH A LISTEN 
For our own good, it is time to 
take a look at the size of oil 
company profits compared to 
other industries and evaluate 
the purposes for which they are 
used. As the chief economist for 
one of the nation’s major oil 
companies has said in speaking 
of his own company, “ ...few 
people are going to feel sorry for 
anyone- or any company-that 
has made a profit of say, $375 
million in 1972...and reports 1973 
profit running perhaps 30 per­ 
cent ahead 
of 
that 
rate.” 
Sympathy is not what is needed; 
understanding 
is. 
As this 
spokesman points out, a lack of 
understanding, unless it can be 
remedied, will be “ ...a major 


roadblock in the way of progress 
toward supplying this nation 
with the petroleum energy it 
needs.” 
The First National City Bank 
of New York has reported that 
the U.S. oil industry has earned, 
over the past 10 years, an 
average of 11.8 percent of its net 
worth in profits. This compares 
with computer manufacturers 
at 17.2 percent, automobiles at 
15.6 percent and all manufac­ 
turing at 12.1 percent. The year 
1972, from the profit standpoint, 
was the worst in 10 years for the 
oil industry. Most companies 
reporting increased profits for 
1973 were making a comparison 
with this previous bad year, and 
it is a good thing they were able 
to show an increase. Unless 
there is enough profit to attract 
investment capital, “...nothing 
can be done about relieving the 
energy shortage-or providing 
more jobs, eliminating poverty, 
building adequate housing....” 
or practically anything else for 
that matter. It is the same old 
story-if you are making money, 
you can borrow money. 
This industry spokesman 
points out that while his com­ 
pany was earning $375 million 
profit in 1972 it spent $658 million 
for exploration and develop­ 
ment. In 1973, the figure was 
$722 million, and total capital 
expenditures rose to $1 billion. 
As he concludes, anyone raising 
questions should listen to 
reasonable answers. Quite 
plainly, those answers exist, and 
it is to be hoped that a lot of 
people are listening.

This is the text of an amen­ 
dment to the Constitution of the 
United States urged 
by 
a 
Cleveland lawyer who believes 
that the doctrine of separation of 
powers 
has 
been 
seriously 
breached by the Supreme Court. 
On July 24,1974, Chief Justice 
Warren Burger handed down the 
court’s 8-0 opinion in the case of 
United States vs. Richard M. 
Nixon, President of the United 
States, directing the President 
to produce certain tape recor­ 
dings and documents relating to 
his conversations with aides and 
advisors. 
This 
was 
the 
famous 
Watergate tapes case and was, 
in the opinion of attorney Joseph 
O. Coy, “the most important 
constitutional question which 
has confronted the court in the 
187 years since the Constitution 
was written.” Certainly, he 
says, it ranks with the 1803 case 
of Marbury vs. Madison (which 
was cited as a precedent in the 
tapes decision), in which Chief 
Justice John Marshall struck 
down an act of Congress as 
unconstitutional. 
In Marbury vs. Madison, the 
court assumed “the province 
and the duty to say what the law 
is.” In United States vs. Nixon, 
while it recognized executive 
privilege as fundamental to the 
operation of the government, it 
held nevertheless that “the 
general assertion of privilege 
must yield to the demonstrated 
specific need for evidence in a 
pending criminal trial.” 
By virtue of these two 
decisions, maintains Coy, “the 
judicial 
branch 
now 
has 
e st a b l i sh e d 
c o mp l e t e 
supremacy over 
both the 
legislative and the executive 
branches of the government.” 
The question that will spring 
to most people’s minds is, what 
would have happened if Coy’s 
amendment had been part of the 
Constitution at the time of the 
Watergate scandal? The im­ 
peachment proceedings against 
Richard Nixon would never 
have gotten off the ground. 
Coy 
doesn’t agree. 
The 
evidence on the tapes was not all 
that crucial to the case against 
Nixon, he says. Even if it was, 
the fate of one president or of a 
handful of his subordinates was 
secondary to the overwhelming 
importance 
of 
the 
con­ 
fidentiality of the presidential 
decision-making process to the 
effective functioning of the three 


branches of the government 
He points out that the secrecy 
of congressional proceedings is 
protected by the Constitution 
(Article I, Section 5) and cites 
the demands of a 
special 
committee 
headed 
by Sen. 
Frank Church, D-ldaho, that the 
Ford administration provide it 
with information from Nixon 
White House files about CIA and 
FBI activities. 
This creates, says Coy, the 
anomalous 
situation 
of the 
executive branch being com­ 
pelled to divulge information to 
the legislative branch which is 
under 
no 
constitutional 
obligation to do the same. 
Inevitably, he fears, there will 
be all kinds of leaks of this in­ 
formation, to the detriment of 
the nation’s intelligence ap­ 
paratus, if not its very security. 
Others read United States vs. 
Nixon differently. Some ob­ 
servers, alarmed at the growth 
of executive power, warn that 
for the first time the Supreme 
Court 
found 
“constitutional 
underpinnings” for presidential 
confidentiality. Several times 
the court alluded to the need to 
protect “military, diplomatic 
and sensitive national security 
secrets.” Indeed, even as fate 
was about to close in on him, 
Richard Nixon expressed his 
gratification “that the court 
reaffirmed the validity and 
importance of the principle of 
executive 
privilege—the 
principle 
I 
had sought to 
maintain.” 
In any event, with Watergate 
still so fresh in the public mind, 
Coy’s 
proposed 
amendment 
seems more likely to remain one 
of those things legal scholars 
like to argue about than become 
a cause many people will rally 
behind.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON - Likeable, 
loquacious Thomas Kleppe, who 
is waiting in the wings to take 
over the Interior Department, 
has demonstrated how to suc­ 
ceed in Washington without 
really trying. 
He looks like the successful 
businessman he once was, with 
thinning grey hair and the soul 
of a bookkeeper. He was a 
Republican pillar in Bismarck, 
N.D., active in the American 
Legion, Lions and Elks. 
In 1967, his fellow citizens 
sent him to Congress where he 
represented 
North 
Dakota’s 
second district without distin­ 
ction for four years. He was best 
known, calleagues recall, for his 
fine paddleball play in the House 
gym 
Twice, he ran for the Senate. 
Twice, he was defeated. But as 
a consolation prize, President 
Nixon in 1971 appointed him to 
head 
the 
Small 
Business 
Administration. 
Kleppe has directed the 
nation’s small business affairs 
with even less luster than he 
displayed in the House. For 
instance, he placed cronies of 
pro-segregationist Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, R-S.C., in charge of 
minority programs. 
This was about the time that 
Nixon’s hatchet man, Fred 
Malek, was trying to Nixonize 
the federal bureaucracy. His 
notorious “Malek Plan” was 
intended to replace career of­ 
ficials with Nixon louyalists. 
The plan, of course, ran afoul 
of the Civil Service Commission, 
It, therefore, has been aborted-- 
that is, 
everywhere 
except 
Kleeppe’s 
Small 
Business 
Administration. 
Malek’s aide who helped draft 
the infamous plan, 
Dan 
Kingsley, woundupasKleppe’s 
associate administrator. Kleppe 
put him in charge of operations, 
the 
most 
powerful 
ad­ 


ministrative post in the agency. 
Another SBA employee who 
participated in the Malek 
scheme, Loren Rivard, was 
scolded by the Civil Service 
Commission, 
which 
recom­ 
mended 
that 
he 
be fired. 
Instead, Kleppe promoted him. 
Last week, Rivard received an 
award for his “outstanding 
performance.” 
The Civil Service Commission 
also recommended that regional 
director Gilbert Montano be 
placed on leave without pay for 
his alleged role in the Malek 
manipulations. He not only was 
kept on the payroll but was 
honored as the best regional 
director in the SBA system. 
In 
contrast, 
the 
regional 
director in Philadelphia, Russ 
Hamilton, blew the whistle on 
the use of loans for political 
purpose. His information fueled 
a House hearing and an 
FBI 
investigation. 
For 
this con­ 
tribution to good government 
Kleppe fired him. 
Yet President Ford has now 
raised Kleppe to an even higher 
level 
of incompetency by 
naming him the new 
Interior 
Secretary. 
And 
the 
Senate 
Interior 
Committee 
doesn’t 
seem disposed to challenge him. 
Senators 
are 
notoriously 
charitable to former Members 
of Congress, particularly those 
who were good paddleball par­ 
tners. 
Footnote: An SBA spokesman 
told our associate Jack Cloherty 
that Kleppe didn’t carry out the 
Civil 
Service 
Commission’s 
recommendations because of 
pending litigation. The firing of 
Hamilton, said the spokesman, 
was 
for 
“ administrative 
reasons.” 
MONOPOLY IN MOSCOW:

Parker Brothes, Inc.,

Leonid Brezhnev, China’s Chou 
En-Lai or even Cuba’s Fidel 
Castro - would do just fine, the 
company has pleaded. 
But Kissinger is too busy 
maintaining the detente with 
communist leaders, say our 
State Department sources, tb 
push Monopoly upon them. “No 
way,” will be his answer to 
Parker Brothers. 
Monopoly is already sold in 15 
foreign languages. There is a 
Hebrew edition, for example, 
but no Arabic one. The Arabs, it 
seems, have it on their boyucott 
list. 
Introducing the game behind 
the communist curtain would be 
a coup for Parker Brothers. For 
the game has been banned as a 
“capitalist tool,” in Marxist 
country. 
It may be assumed, however, 
that half-a-dozen bootleg copies 
are floating around Moscow 
somewhere. For six Monopoly 
games mysteriously disap­ 
peared from the 1959 Moscow 
Trade Fair. 
Should Kissinger turn down 
Parker Brothers’ request, as we 
have been told will happen, the 
company has contingency plans. 
Their landmark copy will be 
offered 
to 
the Smithsonian 
Institution. 
Should 
the 
prestigious 
Smithsonian reject the historic, 
if commercial offer, then the 80 
millionth 
game 
will 
be 
presented to the metropolis of 
Atlantic City, the town whose 
street names are used in the 
game.

Ranking 
v only 400th in size among the 1,800 insurance companies in 
the United States, the Columbia, Ga.-based American 
Family Life Assurance Co. has shouldered its way past a 
number of its bigger American competitors eyeing the 
Japanese market, reports Japan Economic Journal. 
The brisk sales of thecaneer policies are attributed to 
the deeply rooted fear of cancer among Japanese. Since 
1953, the disease has been the No. 2 cause of death in 
Japan, next only to strokes, and for people aged 35 to 64 it 
is the top killer. 
The disease has become less deadly because of 
progress in treating it. Today, as many as half of all 
cancer patients can be cured. But high hospital costs 
• remain here to stay. A cancer patient receiving treat­ 
ment in a hospital may have to pay as much as $1,300 a 
month in medical bills. Thus the popularity of the new 
insurance. 
Another reason is that cancer insurance premiums are 
cheaper than the premiums for blanket disease policies 
sold by Japanese domestic companies, which cost more 
to operate than insurance targeted at a single disease. 
Up to now, the Japanese insurance industry has steered 
clear of selling policies aimed at a specific disease in the 
belief that people would rather have policies giving them 
wide-ranged coverage.

On July 24, 1974, Chief Justice 
Warren Burger handed down the 
court’s 8-0 opinion in the case of 
United States vs. Richard M. 
Nixon, President of the United 
States, directing the President 
to produce certain tape recor­ 
dings and documents relating to 
his conversations with aides and 
advisors. 
This 
was 
the 
famous 
Watergate tapes case and was, 
in the opinion of attorney Joseph 
O. Coy, “the most important 
constitutional question which 
has confronted the court in the 
187 years since the Constitution 
was written.” 
Certainly, he 
says, it ranks with the 1803 case 
of Marbury vs. Madison (which 
was cited as a precedent in the 
tapes decision), in which Chief 
Justice John Marshall struck 
down an act of Congress as 
unconstitutional. 
In Marbury vs. Madison, the 
court assumed “the province 
and the duty to say what the law 
is.” In United States vs. Nixon, 
while it recognized executive 
privilege as fundamental to the 
operation of the government, it 
held 
nevertheless 
that “the 
general assertion of privilege 
must yield to the demonstrated 
specific need for evidence in a 
pending criminal trial.” 
By 
virtue 
of these 
two 
decisions, maintains Coy, “the 
judicial 
branch 
now 
has 
e s t a b l i s h e d 
c o m p l e t e 
supremacy 
over 
both 
the 
legislative and the executive 
branches of the government.” 
The question that will spring 
to most people’s minds is, what 
would have happened if Coy’s 
amendment had been part of the 
Constitution at the time of the 
Watergate scandal? The im­ 
peachment proceedings against 
Richard 
Nixon would never 
have gotten off the ground. 
Coy 
doesn’t 
agree. 
The 
evidence on the tapes was not all 
that crucial to the case against 
Nixon, he says. Even if it was, 
the fate of one president or of a 
handful of his subordinates was 
secondary to the overwhelming 
im portance 
of 
the 
con­ 
fidentiality of the presidential 
decision-making process to the 
effective functioning of the three 


branches of the government. 
He points out that the secrecy 
of congressional proceedings is 
protected by the Constitution 
(Article I, Section 5) and cites 
the 
demands 
of

headed 
by 
Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, that the 
Ford administration provide it 
with information from Nixon 
White House files about CIA and 
FBI activities. 
This creates, says Coy, the 
anomalous 
situation

executive branch being com­ 
pelled to divulge information to 
the legislative branch which is 
under 
no 
constitutional 
obligation to do the same. 
Inevitably, he fears, there will 
be all kinds of leaks of this in­ 
formation, to the detriment of 
the nation’s intelligence ap­ 
paratus, if not its very security. 
Others read United States vs. 
Nixon differently. Some ob­ 
servers, alarmed at the growth 
of executive power, warn that

WASHINGTON - Likeable, 
loquacious Thomas Kleppe, who 
is waiting in the wings to take 
over the Interior Department, 
has demonstrated how to suc­ 
ceed 
in 
Washington without 
really trying. 
He looks like the successful 
businessman he once was, with 
thinning grey hair and the soul 
of a bookkeeper 
He was a 
Republican pillar in Bismarck, 
N.D., active in the American 
Legion, Lions and Elks. 
In 1967, his fellow citizens 
sent him to Congress where he 
represented 
North 
Dakota’s 
second district without distin­ 
ction for four years. He was best 
known, calleagues recall, for his 
fine paddleball play in the House 
gym. 
Twice, he ran for the Senate. 
Twice, he was defeated. But as 
a consolation prize, President 
Nixon in 1971 appointed him to 
head 
the 
Small 
Business 
Administration. 
Kleppe has directed the 
nation’s small business affairs 
with even less luster than he 
displayed in the House. For 
instance, he placed cronies of 
pro-segregationist Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, R-S.C., in charge of 
minority programs. 
This was about the time that 
Nixon’s 
hatchet 
man, 
Fred 
Malek, was trying to Nixonize 
the federal bureaucracy. His 
notorious “Malek Plan” was 
intended to replace career of­ 
ficials with Nixon louyalists. 
The plan, of course, ran afoul 
of the Civil Service Commission, 
It, therefore, has been aborted- 
that 
is, 
everywhere 
except 
Kleeppe’s 
Small 
Business 
Administration. 
Malek s aide who helped draft 
the infamous 
plan, 
Dan 
Kingsley, wound up as Kleppe’s 
associate administrator. Kleppe 
put him in charge of operations, 
the 
most 
powerful 
ad­ 


ministrative post in the agency. 
Another SBA employee who 
participated in 
the Malek 
scheme, Loren Rivard, was 
scolded by the Civil Service 
Commission, 
which 
recom­ 
mended 
that 
he 
be 
fired. 
Instead, Kleppe promoted him. 
Last week, Rivard received an 
award 
for 
his 
“outstanding 
performance.” 
The Civil Service Commission 
also recommended that regional 
director Gilbert Montano be 
placed on leave without pay for 
his alleged role in the Malek 
manipulations. He not only was 
kept on the payroll but was 
honored as the best regional 
director in the SBA system 
In 
contrast, 
the 
regional 
director in Philadelplhia, Russ 
Hamilton, blew the whistle on 
the use of loans for political 
purpose. His information fueled 
a House hearing and an 
FBI 
investigation. 
For 
this con­ 
tribution to good government 
Kleppe fired him. 
Yet President Ford has now 
raised Kleppe to an even higher 
level 
of 
incompetency 
by 
naming him the new 
Interior 
Secretary. 
And 
the 
Senate 
Interior 
Committee 
doesn’t 
seem disposed to challenge him. 
Senators 
are 
notoriously 
charitable to former Members 
of Congress, particularly those 
who were good paddleball par­ 
tners.

Budget crunch defeating 
purpose of merit system 
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Great kitchen helpers now at economical

JEFFERSON CITY — The 
current budget crunch ap­ 
parently is defeating the 
purpose of the merit system in 
some state departments with 
no foreseeable solutions, state 
personnel officers say. 
Only an extra 1 per cent of 
each department’s budget was 
appropriated this fiscal year 
for salary hikes for the state’s 
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23,500 merit employes. 
But the General Assembly 
appropriated a six per cent 
cost of living increase for all 
the state’s approximately 
50,000 employes, regardless of 
whether they are in the merit 
system. 
The one per cent ap­ 
propriation covers only about 
20 per cent of all state em­ 
ployes, administrators say, 
far below the number of 
deserving workers. 
“ It gives absolutely no 
compensation for tenured 
employes,” 
says 
Ewing 
Gourley, director of the 
Division of Family Services. 
‘‘You can have people who 
have five to 10 years of ex­ 
perience sitting next to people 
with only two years’ ex­ 
perience and they earn the 
same money.” 
With the one per cent ap­ 
propriation spread so thinly 
among its 5,400 employes (982 
in the division received merit 
hikes last year with the 
$400,000 appropriated), the 
Missouri Division of Family 
Services has held voluntary, 
after-hours staff meetings 
throughout the state to solicit 
employes’ 
salary 
policy 
suggestions. 
“The general feeling to date 
has been an expressed desire 
to be compensated for per­ 
forming satisfactorily for a 
year,” says Gourley. “And if 
they (employes) have, they 
feel they should get a salary 
increase in addition to cost of 
living.”

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Patricia Hearst was taken by 
federal marshals from her Red­ 
wood City jail cell today and 
driven to the Stanford Univer­ 
sity Medical Center for psy­ 
chiatric testing, a spokesman 
for the center said. 
Miss Hearst also was taken 
on Monday to the center less 
than 10 miles south of the San 
Mateo County Jail for a three- 
hour examination by Dr. Don­ 
ald Lunde, said medical center 
spokesman 
Spyros 
Andreo- 
poulos. 
Lunde is one of four special­ 
ists appointed by U.S. District 
Judge Oliver J. Carter to deter­ 
mine whether Miss Hearst is 
mentally competent to be cross- 
examined.

chiatrists’ findings that was 
scheduled for today was post­ 
poned when Miss Hearst’s at­ 
torneys reported the tests had 
not been completed. 
Carter said the prosecution 
would seek to cross-examine 
Miss Hearst on an affidavit in 
which she swore she was tor­ 
tured and brainwashed by her 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
captors. 
SLA member Emily Harris 
said,

health is rapidly deteriorating 
in the jail. 
“She’s been spaced out. It’s 
harder to get her to talk.

Hallinan said Miss Hearst 
should be transferred imme­ 
diately from the jail to a hospi­ 
tal for psychiatric treatment.

Special session adjourns 
after okaying transit tax 


JEFFERSON

(AP)—Missouri 
lawmakers 
took care of some final techni­ 
cal details and adjourned to­ 
day, less than a week and a 
half after it began its special 
session work on a bill extending 
the mass transit sales tax. 
Final 
legislative 
approval 
came Monday evening in the 
House, where the measure, still 
in the form in which it was in­ 
troduced eight days earlier, 
withstood three hours of debate 
and six attempts to change it 
before gaining overwhelming 
approval on a 137-21 vote. 
The measure now goes to 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond, who 
is expected to sign it. House ap­ 
proval ended work on the pri­ 
mary issue facing the legisla­ 
ture in the special session. The 
Senate concluded its considera­ 
tion of gubernatorial appoint­ 
ments on Monday also. 
Under the proposal, the half- 
cent transportation sales tax 
will now be authorized for an­ 
other two years until Dec. 31, 
1977. The amount of tax reve­ 
nues that must be used for cap­ 
ital improvements will also be 
reduced from 33 per cent to 15 


per cent. 
Bond, after polling legislators 
to insure quick passage of the 
bill, called the special session 
beginning Sept. 22 because the 
same bill failed during the wan­ 
ing hours of the regular ses­ 
sion, which adjourned June 15. 
Failure resulted when House 
Speaker Richard Rabbitt of St. 
Louis declined to back down 
from his proposal to use 11 per 
cent of the tax receipts for de­ 
velopment of rail transit in the 
St. Louis area. The Senate had 
strongly opposed that provision, 
which was not included in the 
new law. 
Because backers of the bill 
feared it would be impossible to 
gain the two-thirds vote needed 
to put the bill into effect imme­ 
diately, legislative work had to 
be finished by Thursday. The 
bill will now go into effect in 90 
days, probably Dec. 29, which 
is only two days before the 
present law expires. 
The tax has been a primary 
source of revenue for the Bi- 
State Transit System in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, 
which receives about $22 mil­ 
lion annually, and the Area 


Transportation

Whenever I talk to a group of dedicated needlewomen about the 
art of embroidery I always make it a point to remind them how 
important the finishing touches are to the look of their work. I ’ve 
noticed that even accomplished craftswomen whose work is 
exquisitely executed, sometimes are careless about how they finish 
a lovely piece of embroidery. 
For instance, embroidered bellpulls have become very popular. A 
bellpull make a charming decoative accent on a long, narrow wall 
space — but only if it hangs well. Bellpulls, like every embroidered 
piece, require careful blocking. A common mistake is leaving the 
selvage on the finished piece. Because the tightly woven selvage is o 
one side of the design, if you leave it on, you’re practially guarant- 
teing the piece w ill never hang smoothly. 
The way a bellpull is lined also plays a part in how well itlooksand 
how long it w ill last. Velvet or heavy cotton makes the best lining 
Silk deteriorates with age and satin tends to mildew in dampness. 
Choosing interesting hardware for the top and bottom of a bellpull 
helps set it off handsomely. Or if you prefer, use a luxurious, fat 
tassel at 
the bottom and mount the pull on a picture hook. A major 
work, such as a tapestry, should have a special bar inserted at the 
top so it will hang smoothly. 
Velcro is a useful and efficient aid in hanging embroidered pieces 
(Mi the wall. Simply sew a strip of Velcro on the back of your design, 
top and bottom. Fasten the matching strips to the wall securely: With 
gentle pressure your tapestry w ill go smoothly on the wall — and 
stay there. 
D erElsa, 
I enjoy working on designs that are not assembled with yarns 
because I like to choose my own colors but I find I have trouble 
deciding what stitches to use. Where can I get help with this?

Choosing your own colors is very pleasurable and so is choosing 
your own stitches. 
If you haven’t had 
much experience, take the time to look at 
examples in your local needlework

A common mistake is leaving th * 
selvage on the finished piece.Because the tightly woven selvage is c 
one side of the design, if you leave it on, you’re practially guarant- 
teing the piece will never hang smoothly. 
The way 
bellpull is lined also plays a part in how well itkwksand 
how long it will last. Velvet or heavy cotton makes the best hniug 
Silk deteriorates with age and satin tends to mildew in dampness. 
Choosing interesting hardware for the top and bottom of a bellpull 
helps set it off handsomely. Or if you prefer, use a luxurious, fat 
tassel at 
the bottom and mount the pull on a picture hook. A major 
work, such as a tapestry, should have a special bar inserted at the 
top so it will hang smoothly. 
Velcro is a useful and efficient aid in hanging embroidered pieces 
on the wall. Simply sew a strip of Velcro on the back of your design, 
top and bottom.

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Casey 
dead 
at 85 


GLENDALE, Calif. (AP) - The “Old Perfesser” is dead. 
Casey Stengel, one of baseball’s most colorful and adored figures, 
succumbed to cancer Monday night at the age of 85— leaving a 
golden legacy for fans of all ages. 
“If s just impossible to sum up what he’s been to baseball,” said a 
close friend, California Angel General Manager Harry Dalton, after 
learning of Stengel’s death at Glendale Memoral Hospital. 


“He popularized our game with so many people.” 
Stengeldied at 10:58 p.m., PDT—only a few hours after a close 
friend had disclosed that the onetime manager had a rapidly 
spreading malignancy in the lymph glands. Stengel had been ad­ 
mitted to the hospital on Sept. 14 for tests. 
The funeral arrangements are incomplete. He is survived by his 
widow, Edna, whom he married in 1924. They had no children. 
Stengel was a breathing legend. Perhaps more than any other 
figure in the history of the game, he earned the title of baseball's 
goodwill ambassador. 
Casey raced into the Hall of Fame with his baseball exploits but it 
was only a small part of his exquisite contribution to the game he 
loved. 


There are more diamond-like Stengel stories around than you can 
shake a bat at and countless witticisms from the language of 
“Stengelese” which 
he created with his gloriously fertile 
imagination. 
Stengel never would say in a few words what he could say in a 


couple of hundred and anytime the grand old man of baseball held 
court, he always had his audience spellbound— and usually 
mystified—by his fractured syntax. 
Stengel was always great in the clutch. Hall of Fame pitcher 
Warren Spahn once remembered. 
“There’s no doubt in my mind who is the most amazin’ Met of 
them all,” said the great pitcher when he played for Stengel on the 
old, uproarious New York Mets. “I can understand why he’s become 
an image. Why he’s so beloved. Why he’s the greatest ambassador 
the game has ever known. 
“That man is a marvel. He’s unbelievable. I don’t care how old he 
is. He’s got all those young fellows beat by a mile. I’ve never seen a 
more understanding person. Or a more dedicated baseball man. 
Sure, he’s a comedian. Sure he double talks. But he’s plenty deep. 
And nobody knows more about this game. If you listen to him 
carefully and concentrate on what he’s telling you, you can learn 
plenty. A fellow can get art education just being around him.” 
The sometimes-clownish Stengel leaped across baseball history, 
spanning the ancient and modern ages with equal ease. And 
throughout the colorful career that covered 56 years, the hawk-nosed 
figure produced an abundance of rich stories. 
Once when he was managing Brooklyn he took off his hat on the 
field—and a swallow flew out of his hair. 
Another time, at Boston, when his Braves, tor a change, were 
ahead, it began to rain. Casey pointed toward the darkening sky and 
demanded the game be called. He was ignored until he pulled a 


flashlight from a pocket and began signalling his bullpen with it Hej 
was ejected. 
Sometimes, to demonstrate his shock at an umpire’s decision, | 
Stengel would keel over in a mock faint. Once when he used this ploy, 
umpire Beans Reardon did the same thing. “When I peeked outtaj 
one eye and saw Reardon lying on the ground, too, I knew I was lick­ 
ed,” said Casey. “Sol got up and walked away.” 


In 1947 Stengel, then 57, was steered to the subject of umpires in an 
interview. Soon Casey was pounding his desk and shouting, “Thosej 
umpires! They take years off a guy’s life, believe me. I don’t know 
what keeps me going, honest I don’t. They’ll be the death of me yet. 
In tribute to his 56 years in baseball, Stengel won a niche with the 
game’s other immortals in the Hall of Fame at Cooperstown, N.Y. 
He managed the New York Yankees to stunning triumphs and] 
piloted the expansion Mets in the most poignant part of their youi 
history. 


Stengel, enshrined in the Hall of Fame when he was 76, managed' 
37 years, including 25 in the major leagues. 
Prior to his years of glory with the Yankees, Stengel had managed' 
the old Brooklyn Dodgers and the old Boston Braves. 
Charles Dillon Stengel resigned as the Mets’ field boss in 1965 after' 
breaking his hip in a fall. His career managerial mark showed 1,9261 
victories and 1,867 defeats for a winning percentage of .508. He 
produced 10 American League pennantwinners and seven World 
Series titles with the Yankees.

Weaver, Schoendienst and McNamara are among the 
latest baseball managers to sign for the 1976 season. 
Ozark has been brought back to fulfill the end of his two- 
year contract despite voices of anger in Philadelphia. 
Weaver, one of the most successful managers in 
baseball, not unexpectedly signed for another season 
with the Baltimore Orioles for a healthy contract 
estimated at $85,000. 
“There are other managerial jobs opening up,” said 
Baltimore General Manager Frank Cashen, pointing to 
weekend firings in Minnesota and Milwaukee. “If Earl 
really wanted to hold out, maybe he could have done 
better elsewhere.” 


But Weaver did not want to go elsewhere, as he pointed 
out after signing for his ninth season with the Orioles. 
“Cashen knows that I’d rather stay in with Baltimore 
than go any other place,” Weaver said. 
Since replacing Hank Bauer as Baltimore manager in 
July, 1968, Weaver has guided the Orioles to a 724-477 
record for a won-lost percentage of .60283.

Casey 
dead 
at 85 


GLENDALE, Calif. (AP) — The “Old Perfesser” is dead. 
Casey Stengel, one of baseball’s most colorful and adored figures, 
succumbed to cancer Monday night at the age of 85— leaving a 
golden legacy for fans of all ages. 
“Ifs just impossible to sum up what he’s been to baseball,” said a 
close friend, California Angel General Manager Harry Dalton, after 
learning of Stengel’s death at Glendale Memoral Hospital. 


“He popularized our game with so many people.” 
Stengeldied at 10:58 p.m., PDT—only a few hours after a close 
friend had disclosed that the onetime manager had a rapidly 
spreading malignancy in the lymph glands. Stengel had been ad­ 
mitted to the hospital on Sept. 14 for tests. 
The funeral arrangements are incomplete. He is survived by his 
widow, Edna, whom he married in 1924. They had no children. 
Stengel was a breathing legend. Perhaps more than any other 
figure in the history of the game, he earned the title of baseball s 
goodwill ambassador. 
Casey raced into the Hall of Fame with his baseball exploits but it 
was only a small part of his exquisite contribution to the game he 
loved. 


There are more diamond-like Stengel stories around than you can 
shake a bat at and countless witticisms from the language of 
“Stengelese” 
which 
he created with his gloriously fertile 
imagination. 
Stengel never would say in a few words what he could say in a 


couple of hundred and anytime the grand old man of baseball held 
court, he always had his audience spellbound— and usually 
mystified—by his fractured syntax. 
Stengel was always great in the clutch. Hall of Fame pitcher 
Warren Spahn once remembered. 
"There’s no doubt in my mind who is the most amazin’ Met of 
them all,” said the great pitcher when he played for Stengel on the 
old, uproarious New York Mets. “I can understand why he’s become 
an image. Why he’s so beloved. Why he’s the greatest ambassador 
the game has ever known. 
“That man is a marvel. He's unbelievable. I don’t care how old he 
is. He’s got all those young fellows beat by a mile. I’ve never seen a 
more understanding person. Or a more dedicated baseball man. 
Sure, he’s a comedian. Sure he double talks. But he’s plenty deep. 
And nobody knows more about this game. If you listen to him 
carefully and concentrate on what he’s telling you, you can learn 
plenty. A fellow can get art education just being around him. ” 
The sometimes-clownish Stengel leaped across baseball history, 
spanning the ancient and modern ages with equal ease. And 
throughout the colorful career that covered 56 years, the hawk-nosed 
figure produced an abundance of rich stories. 
Once when he was managing Brooklyn he took off his hat on the 
field—and a swallow flew out of his hair. 
Another time, at Boston, when his Braves, tor a change, were 
ahead, it began to rain. Casey pointed toward the darkening sky and 
demanded the game be called. He was ignored until he pulled a 


flashlight from a pocket and began signalling his bullpen with it. He| 
was ejected. 
Sometimes, to demonstrate his shock at an umpire’s decision,) 
Stengel would keel over in a mock faint. Once when he used this ploy, 
umpire Beans Reardon did the same thing. “When I peeked outtaj 
one eye and saw Reardon lying on the ground, too, I knew I was lick­ 
ed," said Casey. “Sol got up and walked away.” 


In 1947 Stengel, then 57, was steered to the subject of umpires in an 
interview. Soon Casey was pounding his desk and shouting, “Those! 
umpires! They take years off a guy’s life, believe me. I don’t know 
what keeps me going, honest I don’t.

In tribute to his 56 years in baseball, Stengel won a niche with thei 
game’s other immortals in the Hall of Fame atCooperstown, N.Y. 
He managed the New York Yankees to stunning triumphs andi 
piloted the expansion Mets in the most poignant part of their younj 
history. 


Stengel, enshrined in the Hall of Fame when he was 76, managed ^ 
37 years, including 25 in the major leagues. 
Prior to his years of glory with the Yankees, Stengel had managed' 
the old Brooklyn Dodgers and the old Boston Braves. 
Charles Dillon Stengel resigned as the Mets’ field boss in 1965 after' 
breaking his hip in a fall. His career managerial mark showed 1,9261 
victories and 1,867 defeats for a winning percentage of .508.

You can get 
an idea by looking at the per 
cent of fat by weight in various 
cuts of raw m eat after all the 
visible fat has been removed:
